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MINUTES OF THE NORTH ARKANSAS 

CONFERENCE. 



FIRST DAY— WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 18, 1914. 

Batesville, Arkansas, November 18, 1914.

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS FOR THE QUADRENNIUM. 

First. The Board shall not appropriate a larger sum for 
Conference Missions than has been collected for the same pur- 
pose the preceding year. 

Second. All moneys collected for missions both foreign and 
conference, shall be sent direct to the treasurer of the conference. 

Third. The treasurer of this board shall send monthly at 
the end of each month, to each Presiding Elder for distribution 
in his district the amount due from the conference mission fund. 

Fourth. The treasurer shall make quarterly reports of all 
moneys collected to the president of the board. 

Fifth. The preachers serving on missions shall be the sole 
beneficiaries of the appropriation made to their several charges 
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and they shall make quarterly reports to the treasurer of the 
board on blanks furnished for that purpose. 

Sixth. The treasurer shall not pay out any money to a 
preacher who fails to make his quarterly report. 

Seventh. The chairman of the board shall appoint a committee 
of three who shall, after hearing from the several Presiding 
Elders, make the appropriations to mission charges, in the con- 
ference, subject to the approval of the board; provided however, 
that no Presiding Elder be allowed to serve on said committee. 
The committee shall hold office after its appointment until the 
end of the quadrennium. The president shall have power to fill 
all vacancies that may occur in the committee. (Dr. A. E. Har- 
din, W. P. Jones, ^nd W. F. Rozelle were appointed on said com- 
mittee.) 

Eight. In the event of a change of pastors in the interim 
of conference of any mission charge, the Presiding Elder of the 
district where said change took place shall notify the executive 
committee and obtain its consent for the appropriation to be con- 
tinued to said charge. 

Ninth. The policy of the board shall be to reduce appro- 
priations as rapidly as possible, and withdraw its support from 
mission charges at the earliest practicable date. 

Tenth. The president, secretary, and treasurer with two 
other members of the board, one a preacher and the other a 
layman, who shall be appointed by the chairman, shall consti- 
tute an executive committee. The executive committee shall have 
the power to call meetings and transact any and all business 
that may be necessary, subject to the approval of the board at 
its next meeting. (The chair appointed H. L. Wade and Dr. A. 
E. Hardin as members of the Executive Committee.) 

Eleventh. The officers of the board shall be a president, a vice 
president, a secretary, and a treasurer. 

Twelfth. The treasurer is hereby directed to pay all ex- 
penses in connection with the Executive Committee, or the board 
during the interim, or any other necessary expenses.

In fact no 
small part of their marvelous success was due to the colportage 
work. Today when the need for the distribution and reading of 
Christian literature has increased a thousand fold there is great 
and imminent danger of its being crowded out by a worldly, irre- 
ligious, or positively agnostic literature which comes to our 
people in a “yellow” daily paper, a half-backed monthly magazine, 
and a highly seasoned fiction that put a question mark after many, 
if not most, of the sacred and cherished ideals and truths of 
Christ and the church. Moreover much reading matter is seeking 
and gaining access to our people which is verily a messenger of 
Satan disguised as an angel of light. In many respects this is 
our deadliest foe. We are not facing an hypothesis but a situation, 
not a pessimistic fancy but a present fact. It behooves us as 
true shepherds to guard our fiocks from these wolves in sheep’s 
clothing. We must watch and warn, above all, we should sug- 
gest and urge both publicly and privately the securing and read- 
ing of specific books and periodicals of literary merit, sound Meth- 
odist teaching and true Christian spirit. 

We rejoice in the continued success of our Publishing House, 
.and we most heartily commend our general organ, the Christian 
Advocate, under the able editorship of Dr. Ivey. We urge upon 
>our preachers and laymen our great Methodist Review which 
stands without a superior in the world. We are justly proud of 
our Epworth Era, Missionary Voice and our splendid Sunday 
school literature. 

We should not need to refer to the fact that the Publishing 
House is ours and that we as preachers and people should pat- 
ronize our own publication and that we should order all other 
books and periodicals through Smith and Lamar. 

We commend our Conference organ, the Western Methodist, 
to the heartiest good will and whole-souled support of the people. 
We fully realize the importance and necessity of a close affilia- 
tion of the North Arkansas Conference with the Western Metho- 
dist. It should be our own in every sense of the word.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

We are gratified to learn through our General Secretary Dr. 
McMurry, that the past year throughout the connection was the 
best in the history of our organized church extension work, the 
last Quadrennium exceeded the previous one in amount paid on 
assessments by $228,051.52. And in amount paid on specials, 
$54,317,33. The Loan Fund capital was $78,602.59 in advance of 
the preceeding Quadrennium. 

While there is growing interest in this department of our 
work, the calls that come to the Conference as well as to the 
General Board are much greater than the contribution, therefore 
many worthy calls must be rejected. 

GENERAL BOARD LOAN FUND. 

We are glad to note that the General Loan Fund capital at 
the close of the fiscal year was $560,582.63, which was an in- 
crease over the preceeding year of $59,195.47. 

In view of the growing demands upon the fund, we would 
suggest that our pastors make an effort to bring before our 
people this worthy claim, that by the annuity plan and otherwise 
the million dollar mark may be reached at the earliest possible 
date. 

THE HAND BOOK. 

The 1914 Hand Book is attractive in its mechanical nature 
and covers a wide range of information for Conference Boards 
as well as for the church at large. The General Board continues 
to issue and send out tracts, leaflets and other literature in in- 
terest of church extension work. This literature should be more 
generally distributed among our people. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL LOAN FUND. 

The birthday offerings in the Sunday schools to the General 
Sunday School Loan Fund last year amounted to $2,451.11, which 
was an increase over the preceeding year of $500.96. Total 

amount contributed during the Quadrennium $7,012,92. We feel 

that as pastors we should bring this claim in a more definite 

way before our people that the schools of our conference may be- 

come more interested in and contribute more largely to the same. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Believing that meetings held by Conference Board represen- 
tatives throughout the connection has done much to stimulate the 
interest and otherwise advance the cause of church extension, 
we would therefore recommend that such meetings be held in 
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the future, at least, once in every two years. We would further 
recommend that our Conference Board arrange when it is pos- 
sible to do so to have the cause of church extension represented 
at each of our district conferences.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION.— NO. 1. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

Dear Brethren — We rejoice in the continued prosperity of 
Hendrix College; the increased attendance in the college depart- 
ment; the gracious revivals; the vital religious life among the 
students; the successful closing of the endowment campaign; the 
summer school for ministers; the building of the president’s home, 
and the high recognition accorded the college by leading univer- 
sities. These hearten us to go forward in our efforts to build 
up at Hendrix a great, well-endowed, permanent institution of 
learning — a fortress for Christian civilization in this part of 
Grod’s heritage; for the law of young life is continuous growth, 
and Hendrix is merely a youth. The demands upon the college 
are heavier today than it can meet. We rejoice that the General 
Education Board of New York has given substantial evidence of 
their confidence in the future of Hendrix by offering a conditional 
donation of $100,000. We most heartily approve and recommend 
to our people the proposed campaign to be projected by the Trus- 
tees for funds amounting to $400,000 to enlarge the plant and to 
increase the endowment of the college. We hereby authorize the 
Board of Trustees to lay such plans and to adopt such measures 
as they deem wise in order to lay the cause on the hearts and 
consciences of our people in the entire church in Arkansas. We 
are also happy to note the purpose of the college to set aside 
out of the funds to be realized from said campaign a sum suf- 
ficient to endow a department of Bible and Religious Education 
in Hendrix College and we authorize the Board of Trustees to 
adopt such plans as may be necessary to realize such sum. We 
also heartily approve of the selection of Dr. James Thomas to 
head the campaign. 

Moreover, we endorse the summer school for ministers con- 
ducted at Hendrix last June, and recommend that it be made 
permanent; that it be conducted according to the plans recom- 
mended by the presiding elders, and that for the support of said 
school this conference levy an assessment of $500 as a part of 
its educational collection.

THE VANDERBILT MATTER. 

We have given careful consideration to the action of the Gen-

SPECIAL EDUCATIONAL COMMISSION. 

Dear Brethren — Your Board has given careful attention to 
the communication from the special Educational Commission, and 
have heard with pleasure Dr. A. J. Lamar, the personal repre- 
sentative of the Commission. We rejoice at the good beginning 
made by the Commission in its efforts to establish two institutions 
of University grade, one east of the Mississippi river and one 
west. 

We are in hearty accord with the expressed purpose of the 
Commission to establish for the use of the church west of the Mis- 
sissippi river, at Dallas, Texas, in connection with the Southern 
Methodist University, a Theological School of co-ordinate rank 
with the Theological School established at Atlanta, Georgia, and 
to be owned and controlled by the General Conference. 

We therefore recommend, as soon as the proposed arrange- 
ments for General Conference ownership and control shall have 
been completed by the special Education Commission and the Pat- 
ronizing Conferences of the Southern University, and as soon as 
said Theological School at Dallas shall have been organized and 
opened for students: 

1. That we commend to our young preachers seeking theo- 
logical education, the Seminary at Dallas, Texas, and we also com- 
mend this Seminary to the liberality of those among us who desire 
to make contributions toward the maintenance of the theological 
education. 
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2. That after the pressing financial demands of our own col- 
leges have been in the judgment of this conference relieved, we 
cordially invite the authorities of the Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity to solicit funds from within the bounds of our conference, for 
the maintenance of the Theological Seminary at Dallas.

The movement which has been recently inaugurated in 
several communities in our conference, wherein credits are given 
by the High Schools for work done in the Bible toward graduation, 
deserves and should secure the careful attention of the new Board 
of Education.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Noi'th Arkansas Conference'. 

Dear Brethren — The reports this year show the following: 
Number of Sunday schools, 531; number of officers and teachers, 
4,276; number of scholars, 49,057; number of Bible classes, 166; 
number of Sunday school pupils joining the church this year, 
1,950; amount raised for missions: (1) special $2,286.00, (2) on 
assessment $3,772.00; amount of children’s day fund, $586.00; 
amount raised for Sunday school supplies, $16,285.00; amount 
raised for other objects, $4,074.00. Grand total, $27,003.00. 

These reports are encouraging. They indicate growth and 
progress. The annual report of the General Sunday School Board 
in our hands shows that commendable progress has been made in 
the Sunday school work throughout our church. We are grateful 
to God for this. 

We feel that the efficiency of the Sunday school is increasing. 
We urge our pastors to give the most earnest attention to this 
work. 

We call attention to the new periodicals to be issued by the 
General Board and to the changes in periodicals already in ex- 
istence. Also we ask each pastor to immediately acquaint him- 
self with the chapter on Sunday school in the new discipline. 

We wish to emphasize the importance of the Children’s Day 
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Fund. This is the only source of money that the Board has. Out 
of this fund must be paid the expenditures of the Board for all 
purposes, and that after a division of it has been made with the 
General Board. We insist, therefore, that all our pastors observe 
the day and thus provide the Board with the money necessary 
for its work. The Board will furnish programs for Children’s 
Day for all Sunday schools, provided application is made by the 
pastor to the Secretary of this Board, and provided further that 
such schools shall take an offering for Children’s Day Fund and 
send same to C. W. Lester, Treasurer of Board. 

We recommend that in each charge where the day is not 
observed, the pastor shall collect an amount equal to one per cen? 
of his salary and report same as Children’s Day Fund. 

We wish to urge the importance (1) of placing new em- 
phasis upon the religious training of children; (2) of preventing 
the leakage from the Sunday school of the teen-age boys and girls; 
(3) of bringing men and women into the Wesley Adult Bible 
Classes; and (4) of extending the work of the Sunday school to 
the home. This is a work of supreme importance and the Sun- 
day school is the best equipped agency for its accomplishment. It 
calls for the best that is in our preachers, teachers and other Sun- 
day school workers. 

We recommend (1) that Rev. W. A. Lindsey be appointed 
Sunday school field secretary of the North Arkansas; (2) that 
the regular Sunday school offering of the third Sundays in the 
months of January, April, July and October, be sent to the Treas- 
urer of the Board to provide for the salary of the field secretary.

REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL COMMITTEE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the North Arkansas Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Notwithstanding the financial depression of 
the last few months our Methodist Hospital cause has made sub- 
stantial gains. Fifty-nine thousand dollars have been added to 
the cash and subscriptions by our Field Secretary, H. M. Ellis, 
during the past year,, bringing the total subscription to more than 
$150,000. About $40,000 of this has been paid. Other promises, 
not yet in notes but thought perfectly good, amount to fully $30,000. 

The purchase of the splendid property on Lamar Boulevard, 
covered with a beautiful grove of native forest trees, embracing 
about four city blocks, and having thereon a massive brick and 
stone residence (built at a cost of $75,000 and always kept in 
perfect repair), which can be used in our hospital work for the 
accommodation of some forty patients, is a matter over which we 
greatly rejoice and for which our Commissioners deserve special 
commendation. 

We are assured that, by the expenditure of about $30,000 on 
this property, installing an elevator and making some additions 
and alterations, we will be able to open a thoroughly modern hos- 
pital with capacity for 75 or 80 patients within a few months. 
The growingly urgent need and present situation demand that 
this be done. Therefore, that our Conference may promptly raise 
its share of this amount, needed as soon as possible, we offer the 
following resolutions, in line with the suggestions of the Hospital 
Commissioners : 

Resolved, That the North Arkansas Conference hereby requests 
and urges each Sunday school within its bounds to make a Christ- 
mas offering to our Methodist Hospital, to vary in amount from 
$5.00, at least, to $100.00, according to its ability, and that each 
church on each pastoral charge in the Conference is hereby re- 
quested and urged to also make a Christmas offering to this same 
cause, varying from $10.00, at least, to $250.00, as it is able, these 
offerings to be paid in cash as near Christmas as possible. 



Resolved, That the Field Secretary be asked to send a suitable 
statement of the need and a copy of this action of our Conference as 
a reminder to each pastor and Sunday school superintendent within 
our bounds, and that each of our Presiding Elders is hereby asked 
to send to each a request to comply with these resolutions. 

We bid the Field Secretary welcome to our field and churches 
to take collections for this important work, and will do all we can 
to hasten the day when our Methodism shall share in a worthy 
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way to the ministration to human ills, and thus find added oppor- 
tunity to winning souls to our Christ. We trust that no pastor 
or superintendent will fail to do his full part. 

We recommend the election of Rev. F. S. H. Johnston, Rev. 
J. K. Farris and Messrs. Ed Hamilton, J. E. Little and W. P. 
Jones as Hospital Commissioners from the North Arkansas Con- 
ference for the coming year.

The British and Foreign Societies have issued 9,000,000 copies. 
Through all sources more than 18,000,000 copies of Scripture were 
dstributed during the past year. 

In our Southwest Agency including Arkansas, Oklahoma, Lou- 
isiana and Texas, above 90,000 copies were distributed. This rep- 
resents an increase of 60 per cent over last year. 

Seventeen thousand homes were found to be without Bibles. 

Seventeen colporteurs are working in this territory. The 
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society is really spending more upon this agency than it receives. 
It ought not to be so. 

Our last General Conference fixed an assessment upon our 
membership for the American Bible Society, at the rate of two 
cents per member. Let no charge do less. Four calls have re- 
cently come from our sister societies to supply the Gospel to war- 
ring Europe. One cent will supply a Gospel; five cents a Testa- 
ment; seventeen cents a whole Bible. Christian America has 
come to her day of greatest power for exalting the Bible and 
should “hold forth the Word of Life” as the one hope for universal 
peace and salvation. 

Call upon our people to read the word of God more prayer- 
fully. Let us as preachers preach the Gospel and revel less in 
logic and vain philosophy — for the Gospel is the power of God 
unto salvation.

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REV. J. E. DUNAWAY. 

Rev. J. E. Dunaway was born in Lauderdale county, Tenn- 
essee, February 28, 1844, and died at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. T. B. Brackett, in Boone county, Arkansas, August 1, 1914, 
being in his seventieth year. 

Brother Dunaway professed faith in Christ in his boyhood, 
and joined the Methodist church, and at the early age of 15 was 
appointed Class Leader. On August 24, 1867, he was licensed 
to exhort, in the Memphis Conference, Rev. G. W. D. Harris, Pre- 
siding Elder. He was married to Miss Mary A. Moore on Febr 
ruary 7, 1865; to this union were born two children, Robert and 
Mrs. Brackette. In January 1871, he moved to Arkansas, and 
was licensed to preach on May 14 of that year. He remained in 
the local ranks six years. In the fall of 1874 he was employed 
as a supply on the Clinton circuit by Rev. C. H. Gregory, his 
Presiding Elder, and supplied this work for three consecutive 
years. 

In the fall of 1877, he was admitted on trial in the Arkansas 
Conference and appointed to Wiley’s Cove circuit. He was on 
the effective list thirty years. 

“Bro. Dunaway was not a great preacher as the world counts 
greatness. There was no sparkling brilliancy, no tremendous 
flights of oratory, yet his exposition of the Bible were sure, clear 
and pointed. He spoke as one who was certain of his utterance. 
There was no hesitancy, no apology for his message. He seemed 
to feel that he was the mouth-piece of God, and that he spoke to 
carry to the hearts of those who heard him the message of the 
Father.” 

In the fall of 1911 he was placed on the superannuated list; 
on the first day of last August he was transferred to his heavenly 
home.

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REV. JOHN WILBURN HOUSE. 

was born in Columbia county, Arkansas, July 7, 1862, and died 
at the home of his brother-in-law. Dr. Sam Brooksher, Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, June 20, 1914. 

He was converted at Oak Grove, Sebastian county, Arkansas, 
under the ministry of our sainted Brother Gardner, and joined 
the M. E. Church, South, in 1887. 

Shortly after this he was licensed to preach, and in the fall of 
1893, was admitted on trial into the Arkansas Annual Confer- 
ence at Clarksville. 

From that time until his decease, he esteemed the work of 
the ministry the highest calling among men. 

Finishing his course of study in the allotted four years, he 
gave himself unerservedly to his chosen work, and was never quite 
so happy as when an opportunity offered to preach the word to 
dying men and women. 

As a pastor, he served the following charges: Coal Hill, Altus, 
Rogers, Cincinnati, Yellville, Siloam Springs, Gentry, Springdale, 
Prairie Grove and Huntington. 

While at Huntington he lost his health. At the next session 
of the annual conference which met at Bentonville, November 
6-10, 1907, he was given the supernumerarj^ relation, which he 
held for two years. 

In may 1909, his health having improved, he was appointed 
pastor at Springdale. 

The following fall he asked to be placed back on the effective 
list. The request was granted and he was again appointed to 
Springdale station. But the work proved too much for him, and. 
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in January 1910, he again broke down and was placed upon the 
superannuated list. 

Since that time, he has done some secular work; but, for the 
most part, has given himself to the work of an evangelist, pour- 
ing his life blood into the hard fields, helping those who were 
most in need of his services. 

Brother House was married to Miss Mary Cleveland Brook- 
sher, November 2, 1890. God blessed this union with two lovely 
children, Zelpha and Lillian, aged 13 and 11 years respectively. 

Brother House was engaged in his favorite employ, at Hart- 
ford, Arkansas, when, on the 12th day of last April, his nerves 
gave way and he was forced to resign the field and come home. 
His father being very sick he went to his bedside and remained 
a few days. It was there he did his last work, on earth, for the 
Master, as he sat by the bedside of his father and read to him 
the promises, upon which both father and son had builded strong 
Christian characters. 

He visited his father for the last time on Sunday, April 19; 
the following week he was confined to his home. Then under 
the advice of doctors he was removed to Sparks Memorial Hos- 
pital, where he remained three weeks and becoming dissatisfied 
he was moved to the home of Dr. Sam Brooksher, for two weeks, 
then to the home of Dr. Will Brooksher, for two weeks, then back 
to the home of Dr. Sam Brooksher, where in the presence of his 
wife and a few intimate friends, he shut his eyes to the things 
of this world to open them to the beauties of the kingdom of God. 
The end was not unexpected. For a week he had talked to his 
wife about the approaching end, saying that he could not get well 
and he wanted to go on over as early as the Lord would take 
him. 

The remains were brought to Springdale, June 22, accom- 
panied by the family, Robt. and Will Brookshire, Rev. J. M. Hughey 
and Rev. William Sherman. The funeral was held at the M. E. 
Church, South, at 3 p. m. 

That great sorrow was felt for his loss and deep sympathy 
for his family was evidenced not only by the high tributes paid 
from the pulpit, but by the immense floral offerings, made up of 
wreaths and bouquets sent from former pastorates, Sunday schools 
and friends, brought in with many like tributes from friends at 
home. 

Brother House was truly a good man, a dutiful son, a faith- 









ful and affectionate husband and father, a loyal churchman and 
a true Christian. 

He was a great student and the one book around which all 
other books circled in his study, was the Bible. 

I think I am safe in saying that Arkansas has lost her great- 
est scripturist. He has been known to preach for weeks without 
taking his Bible into the pulpit, and fearlessly challenging the 
world to name a passage in God’s Word which he could not quote. 
It would naturally follow that he was a strong preacher. 

He was a man of clean habits and pure life, such as God 
and man could recommend. 

As we bow our heads to the inevitable may we not resolve 
to emulate his virtues and so live that when our sun is set we 
may receive his welcome at the pearly gates.

In 1897 he took a superannuate relation and held either 
this or the supernumerary relation the rest of his life, except in 
1905-6 he was on the effective list and served Shiloh and Harris- 
burg circuits. He served several charges in Mississippi county, 
during these years when he was on the supernumerary list. 

Bro. Rutledge had been a great sufferer for the past two 
years. He was ready and anxious to go and be at rest. 

He had been a good and useful man and had won many to 
Christ. He was a good preacher and he had not been able to 
do what he wanted to do. But he never lost interest in the work. 
He loved the church, he loved good men. He has gone to join 
the great company above.
